State and County Revenue. 

A in the CounIER-JOUR- 
NAL of the 4th inst. recommended a meeting 
of the Sheriffs of the various counties, in 
Frankfort, on the 15th, to devise some 
means for the better collection of the reve- 
nue, &e. This is a move designed to fix 
the attention of ourcitizens and Legislature 
upon a very imporrant matter. Our reve- 
pue statutes, as they stand, work much 
irjustice, and fall grievously short of their 
aim in not enforcing a prompt payment of 
the State as well as the county revenue. 
There is not, por bas there ever been, a 
penalty sufficient to make a would-be de- 
lihquent pay his tax. 

Let us takean instance that occyrs again 
and again every year in every county in 
the Commonwealth. Mr. B gives to the 
aseessor,as his list of property, five hun- 
ared acres of land, valued at $7,000, the 
tax on which for the State 1s 45 cents, and 
tor the county, say 80 cents on the hundred 
dollars. Mr. B, when called upon by the 
Sheriff or collector, taila or refusesto pay 
histax. The officer, trom the fact that he 
cannot sell rea) estate under the statutes 
to make him pay, returns his het to the 
County Court, as the law requires; the 
court sends it to the Auditor of the State, 
who, after adding 50 per cent. as penalty 
or interest, as it 1s called, sends it back to 
the officer for collection. 

Mr. Bis informed of the fact, and gen- 
erously comes forward and pays $31 50 
us tux and $15 75 interest, amounting in 
all to $47 25, instead of $87 50, which was 
the amount including the county tax. 
The county by this process 1s left im the 
lurch for ite revenue; tor there is the end 
ot the matter, and no doubt B is well 
) leased, and will tell his neighbors of his 
successful financiering, and they will prob- 
ubly tollow his example. 

This is nota rare case, but occurs in 
every county in the State, as every collect- 
ing officer of apy experience can certify. 
‘Lhe next year the County Court takes in- 
to account B’s delinquency, and increases 
tLe levy upon the property of all who are 
untortunately afflicted with a desire to 
settle promptly their tax as well as other 
cebts, 

It is impossible tor collectors, with the 
compensation allowed for collecting the 
Srate and county revenue, to employ dep- 
uties enough to collect by levying upon, 
advertising and selling the property ofall 
Cclinquents. It would be an endless job,
